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It has been demonstrated that there are more than two hundred figures 
of speech used in the Bible. This amazing variety of color in the com- 
position of Holy Writ adds a tremendous amount of interest to even 
the straight reading of the Scriptures. Some parts of the Bible of course 
are straight poetry and these are the parts which you will be studying in 
the first part of this course. You will find the style and technique of 
Hebrew poetry interesting and its subject matter inexhaustible. 

Not everyone cares for poetry. But most people are interested in 
prophecy! We have a deep innate longing to know the future. There is 
only one place where this longing can be legitimately and unerringly 
satisfied—in the Bible. You will catch a glimpse of the sweep and scope 
of Old Testament prophecy as you study the second section of this 
course. It should prove to be an unforgettable experience.
